The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Durham  Public  Library 
submit  the  following  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
February  15,  1895. 

The  board  organized  March  24,  1894,  with  Hon.  Joshua 
B.  Smith  President,  Lucien  Thompson  Secretary,  and  Miss 
Mary  E.  Smith  Treasurer  and  Librarian.  The  two  vacancies 
on  the  board  were  filled  by  the  re-election  of  Charles  A. 
Smart  and  Albert  DeMeritt. 

During  the  past  year  two  hundred  books  and  pamphlets 
have  been  presented  to  the  Library,  and  the  town  has  pur- 
chased two  hundred  and  fifty  books,  and  the  total  number 
has  been  increased  from,  thirty-nine  hundred  to  forty-three 
hundred  and  fifty.  Meanwhile,  the  average  circulation  has 
increased  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
books  per  week. 
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The  Trustees  refer  with  pleasure  and  gratitude  to  the 
generous  donations  of  choice  books,  which  are  set  forth  in 
detail  in  the  appendix.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  incurred  during  the  fiscal  year. 
The  $22.40  collected  as  fines  has  been  expended  for  bound 
magazines. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  publicly  acknowledge  that  Miss 
Mary  E.  Smith  has  continued  to  aid  the  Library  in  every 
possible  way,  and  that  the  town  is  fortunate  in  securing  as 
Librarian  one  who  has  performed  the  duties  of  the  position 
without  consideration  of  the  compensation  allowed  by  the 
town,  but  from  a  love  of  books,  a  fondness  for  selecting  such 
books  as  will  be  uplifting  and  educational,  and  a  desire  to 
add  to  the  knowledge  of  our  citizens. 

We  feel  confident  that  the  rapid  growth  of  our  Library, 
the  mental  stimulus  obtained  by  the  circulation  of  nine 
thousand  volumes  (many  of  these  books  being  read  by  sev- 
eral members  of  a  family),  will  be  sufficient  to  cause  every 
citizen  to  take  just  pride  in  our  Library,  which  will  bear 
favorable  comparison  with  that  of  any  city  or  town  in  our 
State.

OF    THE

FOR    THE 

Year  Ending  February  15,  1595. 


It  has  long  been  customary  for  the  School  Board  to 
make  a  written  report  of  the  schools  to  be  published  in  the 
annual  Town  Report.  In  accordance  with  that  custom,  we 
submit  the  following:  The  school  year  has  averaged  fairly 
with  other  school  years ;  perfection  never  has  been  nor 
probably  ever  will  be  reached,  nor  ought  we  to  expect  it. 
However,  the  year  has  been  marked  by  a  fair  degree  of 
success,  and  that  the  work  of  public  education  is  moving 
onward  here  is  shown  by  the  earnest  purpose  on  tha  part  of 
the  teachers,  the  general  good  behavior  of  the  pupils  and 
their  carefully  prepared  exercises   and   written   examinations. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  Mast  Road  has  made  it  neces- 
sary to  keep  the  school  in  that  district  open  during  the  entire 
war.  On  account  of  the  teacher's  illness  the  winter  term 
was  closed  two  weeks  sooner  than  the  other  schools,  and  the 
Board  decided  to  give  the  school  the  additional  two  weeks 
due  them  some  time  next  year  rather  than  depend  upon  the 
teacher  to  close  the  school  at  some  indefinite  time. 
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For  reasons  which  could  not  be  controlled  by  the  Board, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  change  the  teacher  at  Packer's 
Falls  twice  during  the  winter  term,  always  an  unfortunate 
occurrence,  as  it  is  quite  impossible  to  change  teachers  in 
term  time  without  making  a  break  in  the  school. 

A  demand  has  arisen  for  more  advanced  studies  in  the 
Village  School,  and  the  Hoard,  upon  petition  of  parents  who 
had  pupils  desiring  to  take  these  studies,  has  introduced  a 
course  of  study  which  may  give  pupils  a  good  start  in  Latin. 
Algebra  and  Physical  Geography  and  enables  them  to  take 
a  higher  course  in  English.  Several  pupils  are  taking  this 
advanced  course,  and  in  addition  to  this  the  same  school  has 
enjoyed  a  number  of  practical,  instructive  talks  from  differ- 
ent members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  upon  Meteorology. 
Electricity,  Physics,  etc.  These  talks  have  been  given  by 
request  of  the  Board  without  expense  to  the  public  school 
fund,  and  have  served  a  good  purpose  in  adding  to  the 
interest  of  the  pupils  in  the  matter  of  education,  as  showing 
that  there  are  studies  of  a  very  practical  and  interesting 
nature  within  the  reach  of  all  which  do  not  come  in  the 
common  school  course. 

An  arrangement  can  probably  be  made  with  the  in- 
structor in  drawing,  who  is  connected  with  the  college,  to 
give  a  drawing  lesson,  at  the  Village  School  rooms,  even 
Saturday  morning  during  the  weeks  in  which  he  gives 
instruction  at  the  College;  and  in  this  way  every  child  in  the 
town  could  have  the  very  best  of  instruction.  If  this 
arrangement  could  be  brought  about  it  should  be  done  at  the 
commencement  of  the  next  school  year,  and  should  be  paid 
for  out  of  public  money,  as  a  talent  for  drawing  is  often 
lost  among  children  because  of  no  possible  opportunity  to 
develop  it. 

From  the  money  in  the  public  treasury  we  have  ad- 
vanced the  school  war  from  thirty  to  thirty-two  weeks.  This 
is   the   longest  average  school    year  which  the  town    has  r, 
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enjoyed,  and  in  all  probability  it  will  never  be  less  in  the 
future.      It  is  surely  little  enough. 

The  policy  of  the  Board  in  keeping  good  teachers  from 
term  to  term,  when  possible,  is  still  in  force,  and  is  regarded 
by  them  as  the  only  true  policy.  We  would  especially  call 
your  attention  to  the  roll  of  perfect  attendance  as  being 
good,  and  the  school  records  show  a  better  average  attend- 
ance during  the  entire  year  than  usual.  This  is  evidence  of 
the  march  of  progress  in  our  school  world. 

There  are  a  great  many  things  which  might  truthfully 
be  said  about  the  Board  of  Education,  teachers,  pupils  and 
friends  of  the  school  which  probably  had  best  be  left  out 
here,  as  much  of  it  would  be  a  repetition  of  what  is  now 
history. 

We  shall  close  this  report  by  saying  that  justice  to  all 
and  the  greatest  good  to  all  have  been  the  governing  motives 
in  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  intrusted  to  us  for  public 
education.
